Discontinuance of service may be 
allowed in case operation of the 
whole road cannot be made to earn 
a net return, action of the com­ 
mission indicated, but full respon­ 
sibility for service incurred must 
be maintained by any road able to 
pay such return on its capital in­ 
vestment. 
In rendering the decision 
the 
commission quoted, the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States which 
took the same position in the cause 
of the Wisconsin railroad commis­ 
sion V*. C, H. and Q. 
Railroad 
Company, 257 U. S. 563. 
In that case the supreme court 
held that while it would be desir­ 
able “to go to the utmost limits 
within the bounds of justice to en­ 
able a carrier not earning a net 
return upon its entire operations 
to curtail operations 
that 
were 
proven to be non-compensatory,” 
this did not offset the responsibili­ 
ty of a carrier as adjunct to com­ 
merce, built and in many instances 
largely aided by public funds and 
land grants, to give the full service 
undertaken where 
a 
reasonable 
profit on the whole operation was 
received.
